What we stated in our last Number respecting the Newcastle Conrant, 
has given the Editor of that paper mortal^L^eAnee. We sineled him 
out as having acted a most unworthy part. ' ^e denies the ^arge >ve 
brought against him : but in dmng so, he only increases his d«»nerit hf 
imposing upon his unwary readers, and by saying what is literally un- 
true. And this we »hall show in a few sentences. 

Our remarks were puUished on the 20th Nov. Let this be re- 
membered. Now the Editor of the Courant boasts of having ad- 
mitted a great deal of matter on our side of the question, because 
he admitted Mr. Lockhart's three letters, which appeared on the 
20th and 27th October, and the 8d November. But let It be ra- 
marked that these letters were not written on « the question that 
is agitated between the two Societies, but on a mere question of accu- 
racy as to the account given by Mr. Lockhart in this Magazine of die 
transactions which took place at the Meeting of the Newcastle Auxi- 
liary Bible Society, at which Dr. Steinkopff and Mr. Montgomery w«ie 
present. This question might have been settled in favour of the one 
side or of the other, and the great subjects of dispute would not have 
been in the least degree affected.

The Letter which he so disinterestedly rejected, found its way as an 
adirertiflwaeiifc into the Tym M£rcury of Nov* ISth, the IB^iiUx of 
wiiieh acted impartially at 'least, for iie wouU not admit papers on ei« 
ther 'sidetif l^e dispute unless they were paid for at the advertising 
rate. Hiere are two assertions respecting it adventured by l3ie Editor 
of the Courant, (what will lie not adventure in this case?) both 
of which we hesitate not to say are thorough and palpable false- 
hoods. First, he accuses it of being " vituperative;" let it be pe- 
rused that the contrary may be seen.* It is severe on a scribbler 
whose only object seemed to be to run down Dr. Thomson, right 
or wrong, by hook or by crook.

And secondly, he affirms it to be " extrava- 
gantly laudatory of Dr. Thomson :" let it be perused, we again say» 
that the contrary may be seen. The charge is utterly groundless : 
it is a fictioi^L, of the Editor of the Courant, to soften his fall : but 
it will npt dOfi He knows, and all his readers know, that when he makes 
the assertion, iie falsifies. And after this shameless violation of truth, in 
order to gloss over his passion for the three guineas a column, and his 
penchant for the champions of the Apocryphal pttrty, we look for nothing 
at his hand but a repetition of the editorial injustice and sordid ma- 
noeuvring of which he has been found guilty. 
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We beg pardon of our readers in general fo^ dwelling on rach a sub- 
rect ; but this mucb was necessary for the aatiafieiction of our fnend« in 
Newcastle and iU neighbourhood. Next time that the Editor of the 
Cour^nt is pleased to wdulge in th< same offensive strain of observation^ 
we shall take the liberty of rebukiw him by name— though by the bye« we 
ought to thank him for having laidbefore the public our last article^ and 
thus giving it wider circulation.

It would be unjust not to mention that me Editor ot the Newcastle 
Chronick has admitted the papers on boik sides'of the question ; for which 
he merits the best ^i^nks of tnose who love truth, and who love free dis- 
cussion as the means of eliciting and ascertaining it. And it is worthy 
of remark, that in consequence of this ieir deaUng, Mr. Pengilly, An 
Aatipttdobaptist, &c. who stood up for the London Committee, nave been 
completely beat off the field ! 

In his Seven Letters, signed Anglicanus, the Rev. Mr. Grey has given 
us, as a true account of the meetincN which Dr. Thomson attended 
last Octeber, of the Newcastle, North Shields, South Shields, and Sun- 
derland Bible Society, an account which has scared^ one word cf 
truth in it.
